Rome _ The Italian government 


Friday had before it Greece's reply to 
Premier Mussolini's ultimatum em- 


• bodying seven demands for reparation 


and indemnity for the massacre of 
the Italian officers serving on the 
Greco-Albanian boundary commission. 


The reply declares that the Greek 


government considers as unjust the 
attribution to it by Italy of responsi- 
bility for the assassinations and says 
it finds it impossible to accept 
the 


fourth, fifth, and sixth demands in 
the ultimatum, considering them vio- 
lations of the Tionor and sovereignty 
of the Greek state. 
"These demands were that the Greek 


authorities institute a thorough in- 
quiry into the massacre on the scene 
of the slayings, assisted by the Italian 
military attache in Athens: that all 
the guilty be executed and that an 
indemnity of 50.000 Italian lire- (ap- 
proximately $2,160.000) be paid within 
five days of the presentation of the 
note."

Instead of sending an ambassador at 


once, a charge d'affaires of the Ameri- 
can embassy in Mexico City will pre- 
sent his credentials concurrently with 
the reception by the department of 
state here of a Mexican diplomatic 
representative. As soon as these for- 
malities have occurred, both govern- 
ments will sign two conventions re- 
garding, general claims and claims 
growing out_ of the revolution. Al- 
though the sanction of the senate of 
the* United States and the congress of 
Mexico is needed before these pacts 
can be effective, recognition Is in no 
sense dependent upon them and will 
have been extended before the con- 
ventions themselves arc even signed.

3Ir. Blaine in Ms talk at Milwaukee did 


not find "Wisconsin farmers in a state of 
poverty and retrogression. 
He did not 


find agriculture slumping or on the rocks. 
•On the" contrary he drew a picture of its 
greatness and power in this state that 
was decidedly impressive. It is doubly 
impressive because we know it rests on 
truth. 
Let us reprint a small excerpt 


from his speech: 


In tho agricultural-line the meat products, 


beef, pork and mutton, constitute an important 
Item. However. Wisconsin ranks first as a dairy 
state. "We produce twd-thlrds of all the cheese 
•of tho United States, and three-fourths of all 
•of the American cheese of the United States. 
"We hold first position in the production of for- 
eign cheese. Th» condensary products, or pro- 
cess milk production, is one-quarter of the pro- 
duction of the United States. TVs have over, 
two and three-quarters millions of dairy cattle 
,Jn the state. "vVe stand first In gallons of milk

•we rank tirst among tho states. 


How has "Wisconsin risen to the envi- 


able position of the first dairy state in the 
Union? Obviously, through, the success 
'and prosperity of this important indus- 
itry. There have been years, there have 
•been periods, when dairying like every- 
-•thing else, has suffered its set-backs and 
,when prices were not satisfactory, but 
^taking the industry as a whole, it is clear 
;that it has prospered and prospered great- 
•ly. otherwise there never could have been 
the development that has taken place. A 
huge industry like this is not created out 
of soap bubbles nor is it constituted of 
thin air. It is securely founded on ca- 


sin's greatest asset, and it has prospered 
in a high degree. Measured by the political 
tape it is a dismal failure and those en- 
gaped in it ought to rise up and revolt 
against their oppressors. Tho accretion 
of land values in Wisconsin, together 
with improvements on the laud, and the 
facts presented by Mr. Blaine at Milwau- 
kee, are concrete and visible proof of its 
agricultural well-being, despite the fact 
that times are somewhat dull at present. 
But it will be a different picture that Mr. 
Blaine and his kind will paint to the farm- 
er in the next campaign when they are 
looking for votes, for they have learned 
that at this particular moment in Ameri- 
can life the gospel of discontent, whether 
it is founded on truth or not, is the doc- 
trine of vote-getting.

Birkenhead in Ireland was a 
materialist tof the true stripe, believing 
that aspiration toward freedom can be 
crushedjjy cruelty.

enough so that France will not be able to 
act in confidence that she can destroy the 
cities of England over night. Again ma- 
terialism—and in this case, now that the 
world has gone back to thefcforce plan, 
probably right.

"vThei: a Birkenhead doubts the capaci- 


ties of a "Wilson, it is merely the natural 
animadversion of one type of mind, some- 
times very useful, against another and ut- 
"terly different intellectual'and spiritual 
makeup. Wilson believed the.world could 
never be saved by such 
materialist 


schemes as balance of power or the tem- 
porary preponderance of one peace-keep- 
ing nation. He believed what the world 
needed was an international organization 
with the definite purpose and spirit of 
peace, with armaments reduced to a mere- 
police force. 
His aims were—as he has 


amplified them in his latest remarkable 
message—avowedly'religious; and as the 
materialistic plan has been in the saddle 
since the world's beginning and steadily 
failed, it is quite probable that the world 
will never attain peace until it decides to 
change. 


The turning back of world affairs from 


the hope and the spirit engendered by 
"flTilson to the materialism represented by 
Birkenhead perhaps is the greatest trage- 
dv since the war. - ^

without a capital N. 


Don't emulate T. J. Don't lick your wounds and 


crawl off under the stove to wait for them to heal. 
But take a cue from his procedure -which Is so ef • 
fecual—for cats. It is more difficult for a man to 
keep his woundxcloan than It is for a cat. because 
the man yearns to"handle his wound with his fin- 
gers or to put something on the wound, thus pol- 
uting or contaminating the wound surface, planting 
some germs there. Maybe It Is some dirty ointment 
which conveys the germs to the wound surface: 
maybe it is some bit of cloth or dressing material 
which, even though primarily sterilized, is itself 
contaminated with the germs through handling. 
But usually it is somebody's fingers. On© of the 
most difficult things a doctor has to do when caring 
for wounds is to keep the patient's own inquisitive 
Srtgers from cotact with the wound surface.' It 
is remarkable how difficult it is to do this. A cat 
is Infinitely more aseptic In the care of his wounds 
than a man Is. Aseptic means without poison: 
aseptic care means care to prevent introduction of 
germ) poison, and is far more difficult than even 
the most cleanly layman can Imagine. 


Let light wounds bleed. Swab the raw surface 


once with tincture of iodine. Take exquisite pains 
not to touch the surface with anything else. Clap 
on a pad-of folded piece of sterile (baked) cheese- 
cloth (gauze,) smeared over with sterile vaseline 
(from a tube if wou wish to prevent sticking of the 
dressing-, bandage -well, 'and do not touch the wound 
or remove the dressing for several days, or until 
medical care" can be obtained.

Many of us have tried to extract 


tho fragrance from flowers. Perhaps 
wo have placed somo blossoms In a 
bottle and then shaken these up with 
a little water, only to bo disgusted 
at tho evil-smelling liquid which has 
boon tho result. 
Now. tho perfume 


of flowers is a very delicate thing 
whcih cannot bo captured by such 
rough-and-ready methods. A plan has 
recently como under tho notice of the 
writer, however, by means of which 
it is easily secured. Any kind of flow- 
ers seems to bo suitable for this treat- 
ment, and It Is not always those which 
appear to have tho strongest perfumo 
that givo the best results. 


In tho first place, it Is important to 


use flowers that are fresh. Irt a few 
cases tho blossoms do not glVo out 
thoir full perfume except when the 
air is warm, and this is often so with 
violets. It is not an uncommon thing 
to find that these purple blooms are 
almost 
scentless 
until they 
are 


brought into a heated apartment. 


PERFUME CONDENSES 


For tho purpose of the littlo experi- 


ment got a glass funnel, tho thin 
end of which is closed, and. drawn to 
a flne point.

The process may be allowed to con- 


tinue until the ice In the vessel has 
completely melted. It will then be 
found that tho liquid we have ob- 
tained Is very highly perfumed, and 
many people will think it nicer than 
tho scent that can be bought in the 
shops. 
The captured scent may be 


bottled up, but in its raw state, it 
will not keep in a good condition "for 
more than a few weeks. To render it 
lasting, it is needful to add a small 
quantity of spirits of wine, about one 
part to two parts of the scented liquid 
In this form the perfume may be 
kept In well corked bottles for some 
time.

To break tho ties or doily campan- 


ionshlp, to bid tho last good byo to 
the childhood homo and to turn one's 
back with no hope of eoslng them 
again, to cross tho sea and penetrate 
tho unknown wildernesses of a new 
country for the purpose of founding a 
new homo requires vision and grit un- 
bounded. Whether these immigrant 
peoples camo from England or Ireland 
or from Germany or from France,

tery solution very quickly and that 
is why so many batteries die of 
thirst In summer particularly. Charg- 
ing of tho battery by the generator 
creates heat In itself besides the In- 
fluence of ^ the weather temperature. 


"Tho simplest and surgest means 


of committing battery murder Is to 
use it without giving It water. With- 
out water the plates 
become 
hard 


and are rapidly overheated 
by the 


charging current. 
This may 
cause 


the plates to buckle and 
completly 


ruin the battery- 
"Filling a battery too 
full Is al- 


most as bad as not filling it enough. 
If filled above the right point, the 
add solution will overflow and eat 
away tho wood case and Isjure any 
part of the car with which it comes 
in contact. 


"If the specific gravity of the solu- 


tion becomes leas arid less, the car 
owner may be deceived Into believing 
that the acid has evaporated. 
"What 


really happens Is this: 
As the bat- 


tery dlscargea, the acid in the solution 
is absorbed, by the plates.

Dressmaking In 
Paris Adopts 
Batik Process 


Paris — Batik, first used by Dutch 


East Indian natives five years ago, 
has Invaded Montmartrc and Montpar- 
nass handkerchiefs, dross decorations, 
cloak borders, hangings and blouses 
arc all being fashion In batik, the great 
advantage of which is that while it 
demands a certain artistic talent, it 
Is less-exacting and very much more 
salable than art for art's sake. 


Americans of course, took to batik 


early and they oro some of its fore- 
most exponents in Paris and. Incident- 
ally, some of its most ardent buyers. 
But it is only lately that it has, so 
to speak, been brought into shape. 
Before, it was merely artistic and not 
particularly useful; it might indeed, 
have been ranked with a good deal of 
arts and crafts «wk which provides 
more joy to the marker than to the 
purchaser. The attitude of the bis 
dressmakers, however, in adopting 
batik has given it a real impetus, and 
its exponents are now concentrating 
on something which can really be 
worn and can give satisfaction. 


Another influence has also been 


brought to bear upon it, and one 
which fits it extraordinarily well with 
its particular characteristics. Rus- 
sians have taken Paris by storm as 
regards 
fashion 
and 
embroideries, 


and. while other influences continual- 
ly supervene, there are various Rus- 
sian elements which persist through- 
out. Russian coloring has been very 
much adopted by batik workers, and 
with excellent results. The peculiar 
designs and shade combinations give 
batik additional character and lend it 
variety and as there Is so much that is 
oriental in Russian art 
generally, 


its 
influence has nothing contradic- 


tory to the general spirit of the work.
